Read  it 
vgfa  attention,  once  and  again,  and  you  will  see

A  free  agent  is  one,  who  under  all 
possible  circumstances,  and  every  variety  of  in¬ 
fluence,  has  power  to  choose  either  right  or 
wron(v.  No  being  is  free  and  accountable,  while 
destitute  of  this  power.  If  this  view  of  free  agen¬ 
cy  is  correct,  it  follows  that  God  does  not  renew 
the  hearts  of  men  by  an  efficient  act,  in  the  sense 
in  which  Dr.  Fisk  used  the  expression.  God 
does  not  regenerate  men  by  irresistible  power, 
nor  in  spite  of  themselves.”  What  is  the  mean¬ 
ing  of  these  last  two  sentences?  Does  Mr.  Tyfer 
intend  to  assert,  that  the  sinner  consents  to  be 
conquered  bv  grace,  before  his  heart  is  actually 
renewed  ?  "Would  he  intimate,  that  the  elect 
make  themselves  to  differ  from  the  non  elect ;  or 
that  it  Is  not  the  work  of  the  Spirit  in  regenera¬ 
tion,  to  subdue  '  .

gratify  self,  to  the  habitual  inclination  to  please 
God  from  pure  benevolence,  and  is  therefore  a 
voluntary,  active  change. 


In  this  extremity  we  were  constrained  to  call  up¬ 
on  God  for  help.  And  he  did  help  us,  and  that 
right  early !  The  meeting  was  attended  and 
blessed  beyond  what  we  had  expected ;  beyond 
what  we  had  even  wished.  Eight  or  ten  indul¬ 
ged  hope  in  Christ,  before  the  laborers  left  the 
ground,  and  within  a  fortnight,  more  than  30  were 
rejoicing  in  a  Savior.  While  this  work  of  grace 
has  extended  into  most  of  the  towns  around  us, 
and  blessed  some  distant  neighborhoods,  it  has 
progressed  among  us,  by  little  showers  till  within 
a  few  weeks,  and  about  100  (the  average  num¬ 
ber  of  the  congregation  five  years  ago)  have  in¬ 
dulged  a  hope  in  Christ,  and  have  glv'en  more  or 
less  evidence  of  having  passed  from  death  unto 
life.  A  number  of  these  were  residing  among 
us,  but  for  a  season,  and  have  now  left  us,  with¬ 
out  having  united  with  the  church,  and  gone  to 
exert  an  influence  in  favor  of  religion  in  other 
places ;  one  of  them  at  least,  has  been  instrumen¬ 
tal  of  a  revival  in  the  town,  to  which  she  has 
gone.  Few  revivals,  it  is  believed,  have  bwn 
so  happy  in  their  result,  and  so  extensively  felt, 
as  that  with  which  God  has  blessed  this  people 
the  year  past. 

The  female  high  school  in  this  village  Jias 
shared  largely  in  the  revival.  Two  assistant 
teachers,  and  the  teacher  ol  music,  and  about 
one  half  of  the  scholars  are  among  the  subjects 
of  the  work. 

Sixty  four  have  been  added  to  this  church,  since 
July  last,  by  profession,  and  6  by  certificate,  ma¬ 
king  our  present  number  153.

This  senti¬ 
ment  of  Mr.  Watson,  placed  in  connection  with 
his  statement  that  regeneration  flows  from,  or  is 
a  consequence  of  a  personal  knowledge  of  par¬ 
don,  would  incline  me  to  believe  that  he  in  this 
place  means  by  regeneration  that  change  from 
the  despairing  state  of  a  penitent,  to  that  love  to 
God  which  flows  or  results  from  a  “  manifested 
pardon.”  That  regeneration  is  a  change  from 
hatred  to  love  is  certainly  true — but  that  it  is  a 
change  from  one  channel  of  selfishness  to  ano¬ 
ther,  as  Mr.  Watson  would  make  it,  is  evidently 
false.  These  views  of  love  lake  it  for  granted, 
that  the  sinner  truly  repents,  believes,  and  is  jus¬ 
tified,  while  wholly  destitute  of  love  to  God,  and 
ofeoursehis  enemy;  and  that  they  do  not,  can¬ 
not  love  him,  till  they  know  that  their  sins  are 
forgiven,  and  that  Gm  intends  to  save  them. — 
Who  does  not  see  in  these  remark.”,  that  the  love

STUDY  OF  THE  BOOK  OP  ACTS. 

The  Act*  of  the  Apqstlet  is  a  |>ortion  of  the  sacred  smp- 
turcs  deseiTtn^  particular  attention  at  the  present  time, 
when  Christianity  is,  as  it  were,  setting  out  anew  in  the 
conquest  of  the  world.  There  is  a  striking  similarity  be¬ 
tween  the  work  to  be  accomplished  by  the  religion  of  the 
biblc  in  these  latter  days,  and  that  victory  which  it  achiev¬ 
ed  eighteen  hundred  years  ago,  over  the  combined  opposi¬ 
tion  of  barbarism,  licentiousness,  a  false  philosophy,  and  a 
still  more  false  religion.  As  the  hearts  of  the  pious  are 
warmed,  and  their  attention  is  more  and  more  turned  to¬ 
wards  the  great  rnterprize  of  converting  the  world,  they 
find  a  growing  sympathy  with  the  feelings  qnd  actions  of 
the  Apostles  and  Evangelists  of  the  first  century.  Hence, 
in  stating  the  considerations  which  render  the  study  of  this 
book  interesting  at  the  present  time,  the  first  is,  that 
The  Acts  tt  emphatically  the  book  of  revivals.  It  informs 
us  of  the  moct  astonishing  eflusions  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
that  the  chnrch  has  ever  known.  The  reader  finds  hers.

He  had  cea.sed  to  cry, 
and  tlie  men  having  got  a  canoe,  crossed  the 
creek :  But  being  unable,  on  account  ol  the  cur¬ 
rent,  to  go  up  il,  left  their  canoe,  and  searchine 
the  bank  found  Mr.  Weld  leaninsupon  the  bush¬ 
es  senseless.  They  were  barely  able  to  reach  over 
the  bank,  and  get  hold  of  the  collar  ol’  his  coat,  so 
as  to  raise  him  up.  They  took  him  to  a  cabin, 
and  in  about  an  hour,  by  friction,  8ic.  brought 
back  life. 

,Mr*  Weld  stayed  with  the  woman  I  mention¬ 
ed,  and  her  husband,  five  days,  and  tells  me  thkt 
he  could  not  have  bt  en  treated  more  kindly  by 
his  dearest  relatives.  He  says  he  shall  ever  af¬ 
ter  this  love  a  log  cabin ;  and  the  compassion¬ 
ate  and  anxious  look  of  Mrs.  Patch,  when  he 
first  opened  his  eyes,  will  never  be  forgotten. 
He  had,  when  here  yc.sterday,  entirely  recov¬ 
ered,  except  that  the  extremities  of  his  fingers, 
and  the  muscles  of  his  feet,  were  still  numb  and 
retained  a  peculiar  prickly  sensation.  He  lost 
about  two  thirds  of  his  baggage,  and  many  of 
hia  papers,  but  none  of  his  money.  He  started 
this  morning  for  Cincinnati.

A  1000  schools,  con¬ 
taining  more  than  50,000  scholars,  have  been 
kept  in  constant  operation.  The  mission  presses 
have  been  employed  in  diflerent  languages,  at 
at  the  rate  of  15,000,000  of  pages  a  year.  Two 
new  printing  establishments  have  been  added  lo 
those  previously  in  use  by  the  board.  A  debt  of 
lj)19,000  !ias  been  paid  ;  and  12  preachers  of  the 
gosfiel,  with  a  physician  and  printer,  have  been 
sent  into  the  field — all,  except  3,  accompanied  by 
female  helpers. 

These  facts  are  mentioned,  aF demanding  gra¬ 
titude  to  God,  and  g.’'ealer  courage  and  zeal  in 
prosecuting  this  holy  enterprize.  They  powerful¬ 
ly  excite  us  lu  increase  the  speed  and  momentum 
of  our  onset  upon  the  heathen  world.

CONGREGATIONALISM  IN  LOWER  CANADA. 

The  London  Congregational  Magazine  mentions  that 
the  Rev.  Richard  Miles,  formerly  superintendent  of  the 
London  Missionary  Society’s  stations  in  South  Africa,  has 
commenced  building  up  a  Congregational  church  in  Mon¬ 
treal. 

The  city  of  Montreal  has  a  population  of  more  than 
30,000  persons,  the  greater  part  m  whom  are  Catholics. 
There  are  at  present  only  six  Protestant  places  of  worship, 
viz :  an  Episcopalian,  an  American  Presbyterian,  two 
Scotch  Presbyteii^,  ^  Methodist,  and  a  Baptist,  and 
some  of  those  not  very  prosperous. 

Mr.  Miles  resolved  to  avow  himself  at  once  as  a  Con- 
gregauonal  minister,  and  commenced  his  ministry  in  a 
school  room  on  the  first  Sabbath  after  his  arrival,  under 
that  denomination.  The  attendance  has  been  equal  to  the 
accommodation  for  hearers ;  indeed  more  room  is  requi¬ 
red.^  Several  pious  persons  who  held  a  lively  interest  in 
tbe  infant  cause  have  come  forward,  and  nearly  200  pounds 
has  been  already  subscribed  towards  the  erection  of  a

OUR  VILLAGE. 

The  Temperance  Record,  published  at  Sandy  IIilI,N.  Y. 
says  there  are  in  that  village. 

About  200  members  of  temperance  societies  who  drink 
no  ardent  spirit,  wine,  ale,  or  strong  beer,  and  about  100 
pledged  not  to  drink  distilled  spirit,  now  living  in  the  vil¬ 
lage.  The  population  comprises  about  730  inhabitants— 
iu  1830,699. 

There  are  only  two  licensed  retailers,  and  two  taverns ; 
and  yet  not  less  than  fifty  five  men  who  drink  distilled 
spirits,  twenty  seven  of  whom  not  unfrcquently  get  intoxi¬ 
cated.  Tho  editor  says, 

Some  of  our  villagers  will  doubtless  bo  offended  at  tliis 
statement  of  facts,  and  declare  wo  “  disgrace  the  village  !” 
Disgrace  the  village  !  Fie  !  fie !  But  who  arc  those  that

Resolved,  That,  hereafter,  excepting  in  casea  in  which 
an  order  of  tbe  General  Assembly  or  of  the  synod  of 
North  Carolina,  may  interpose,  or  in  which,  this  presby¬ 
tery  may  choose  to  employ  a  duly  gifted,  and  otherwise 


to  save  the  whole  people  from  intemperance.  They  are 
the  ones— and,  perhaps,  those  who  sell  tho  poison.  If  the 
village  is  disgraced,  the  fault  is  not  ours.  We  have  used 
our  best  exertions  to  save  it :  we  neither  drink,  nor  sell,  nor 
give  away  aught  that  can  possibly  make  a  man  drunk.  The 
village  is  disgraced,  we  know  ;  but  not  by  a  public  state¬ 


ment  of  the  truth ;  not  by  telling  what  number  of  the 
“lords  of  creation”  are  in  the  road  to  destruction  :  but,  by 
tho  vending  and  using  intoxicating  liquors.  And  if  men 
are  determined  on  persisting  in  those  practices— they  must 
bear  the  disgrace  of  it.

CHANGES  IN  SOCIETT. 

President  Young, of  Danville  College,  has  the  following 
striking  thoughts  on  tlie  necessity  of  being  prepared,  by 
education,  habit  antHccling,  for  the  inevitable  changes  that 
are  before  us. 

The  mm  who  prepares  himself  for  the  couuiusn  of  sori^ 
-  will,  in  less  than  tweS* 


ty  which  now  exists  among  us,  will,  in  less  than  tws^^ 
years,  be  drifted  into  a  coimition,  far  different  from  thatB 
which  he  had  prepared  himself  to  to  useful.  Within  tkl 
last  forty  years,  the  population  of  this  valley  has  inereassH 
from  100,000  to  near^  4,000,000.  If  it  continue  thus  tJ 
increase,  in  forty  years  more,  while  a  part  of  thoest  whig 
are  now  preparing  for  usefulness  will  to  still  engaged  M 
active  life,  it  will  amount  to  28,000,000— about  twice  thJ 
sum  of  the  inhabitants  of  Groat  Britain.
